According to Mr. Lethbridge the State has not (o contribute 
more than 19 lakhs of rupees for the support of 82 colleges 
in India. Is this a very large sum? To say nothing of the 
extravagance of the Government in engaging the services 
of Europeans for the work which the natives could do equally 
well on much less pay, and in waging unnecessary wars, the 


Government pays sixteen lakhs for the support of the eocle- 
siastical establishment in India.

education, provided the Government does this without imposing 
any new tax on the people and without doing anything 


.prejadicial to the cause of high education. Moreover, the 


editor observes that the improvement of the morals: of the 
people should be the principal object of mass education. All 
sorts of vices. prevail among the lower classes. Ignorant and 
vicious persons give a great deal of trouble both to: the 


community and the Government. In order to improve the 


character of the lower classes, it will not be sufficient to teach 
them reading and writing, but they should be also given 
moral and religious instruction. Lord Ripon knows very well 
that the system of combining religious instruction with literary — 
instruction has borne good fruit in England. Are not the 
patriotism, the bravery, and the good moral character of. the 
lower classes in Germany chiefly due to the good Bys- 
tem of popular education followed there? The educated peo- 
ple in that country are the principal source of stren gth to 
it. The Government of India is at present very anxious to 
develope the principle of local self-government. But how 
can the people be expected to manage their affairs properly 
until they are made. both intellectually and morally fit for the 

work? If the Government wishes to make the lower class

but at the same time nothing sbould be done which ia 
calculated to check the growth of high education: Ele- 
mentary education should be given in the vernaculars of 
the country, and arrangements should be aleo made to 
teach agriculture and industrial arts to the students who 
receive elementary education. High education should be 
given through the medium of English. Some high official 
has foolishly created a notion in the minds of the natives that 
the Government now desires to check the progress of English 
education in the country. The strong agitation that has been 
going on against the raising of the Panjab University to 
the full status of a university is simply due to this notion. 
It is to be hoped that the Government will do nothing that 
may strengthen this suspicion. As regards the question of 
cost, the Government should regard the school cese, which 
it takes from the agricultural classes with the land ‘revenue, 


as a contribution by the people in general for education, and 


pay the rest of the cost from the public treasury. Education 
has not yet become so popular in this country that the natives 
can be expected to pay for the education of their sons.
